The defense in the Stokes case tried to

The October report of the statistician 
of the Agricultural Department shows 
the average of the corn crop of the Uni¬ 
ted States to be 84 per cent., or 16 per 
cent, below the normal crop. The aver¬ 
age last year was 108, or 8 per cent, above 
a normal crop. The crop of last year is 
estimated at 1,092,000,000 bushels. 

The Canada Pacific Railroad Company 
being unable to raise money to build the 
road has surrendered the charter. The 
Governor-General expresses the hope that 
the government will take measures to 
build the road and keep faith with Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

Official returns of Pennsylvania give 
Mackey, republican, for treasurer, 25,- 
352 majority, and Gordon, for Judge of 
the Supreme Court, 14,294 majority. 

For the fiscal year of 1873 the total 
imports of the United States were $682,- 
189,233, of which $136,081,305 was in 
free articles, and $456,108,928 in dutia¬ 
ble. The total exports for the year were 
$605,078,690, an increase of $100,124,- 
797 over the exports of 1872. 

The product of the Philadelphia mint, 
this month, will be ten millions of gold. 
Siuce the beginning of the panic, the de¬ 
mand for the coinage of gold bullion has 
been unprecedented, and the mint has 
temporarily abandoned the coinage of 
mlvtr, which, will, however, be resumed 
as quick as possible. 

The recent heavy rains have flooded 
the coal mines in the neighborhood of 
Pottsville, Pennsylvania, and mining op¬ 
erations are interrupted. 

The banks in -Chicago have resumed 
specie payment on their own account. 

In settlement of the loan of $1,750,- 
000 borrowed from the Union Trust Com¬ 
pany, to pay a dividend on Lake Shore, 
Commodore Vanderbilt has given his 
notes, payable at three, six and nine 
months, with collaterals, understood to 
boHarlem at 90 as security. The trustees 
of the Trust Company have just voted to 
accept the offer. 

A gentleman recently returned from 
Connecticut, represents the manufactur¬ 
ing interests of that state as in an unfor¬ 
tunate condition. From fifteen to twenty 
thousand operatives and factory hands 
have already been thrown out of employ¬ 
ment. 

A dispatch from Buffalo states that on 
November 1, the Lake Shore and Mich¬ 
igan Southern railroads will reduce wages 
from fifteen to twenty per cent., and that 
the New York Central and Hudson Riv¬ 
er railroad will reduce wages ten per cent, 
or discharge a portion of their help. It is 
estimated that since the panic from eight 
to ten thousand persons have been thrown 
out of employment in Buffalo. 

Nailmills ofthe Bay State Iron Works 
employing 265 men, have suspended op¬ 
erations. 

Atlantic mills at Lawrence have shut 
down and will only run four days per 
week hereafter. 

A young couple were married in a bal¬ 
loon above San Francisco on Saturday. 

On Saturday the lower house of the 
Mississippi Legislature, by a two-thirds 
vote passed a bill postponing the State

Fall Pruning of Grape Vines.—• 
The best time to prune tho grape vine is 
in the month of November, soon after 
the vines have dropped their leaves. We 
believe in 


severe fall pruning, and very 
little summer pruning. We cut back 
severely, leaving plenty of good eyes for 
next year’s fruit. This Yvork can be per¬ 
formed very rapidly by one who is ac¬ 
customed to it. If the vines are to be 
laid down, tho pruning should be done 
some weeks before that process, or the 
wounds will bleed the next year when 
tho Y'ines are lifted. We have known 
vines that were pruned and laid down 
soon after to bleed profusely the next 
spring. Be sure and prune.

“I have been experimenting the past 
few years with apples, and line! those 
packed in plaster keep much longer than 
any other way I have tried. I use flour 
barrels, as they are made tighter. I 
first cover the bottom of the barrel with 
plaster, then a layer of apples, and cover 
Yvith’plaster, and so on till the barrel is 
full; then put the head in and drive the 
hoops tight.

sister and myself to her parents to be 
brought up as their own. My grand¬ 
father was in very straitened circum¬ 
stances, but was an intelligent man, 
many years a justice of the peace, and a 
deacon in his church. 

When a few weeks past eight years old, 

I caught cold by getting my feet soaked 
in melting snow, and then riding several 
miles on a sled with wet feet. The re¬ 
sult was a very severe brain fever. Two 
or three days of delirium ever remained 
a blank in my memory. This ended in 
sleep, from which I awoke in the middle 
of the night totally deaf. I still remem¬ 
ber how much I was surprised at hear¬ 
ing no answer to iny calls and questions 
though I felt my grandfather’s hand on 
me, and presently a candle was lighted, 
and my misfortune became known. I 
did not at the time feel the loss of hear¬ 
ing keenly. I was too young to realize 
the extent of the privation. For a long 
time, however, I used to dream that I 
could hear again, and to awake bitterly 
disappointed, but many years have passed 
since I ceased to hear in my dreams. 

My afflicted relatives tried all the ro- 
medieB which doctors, quacks or kind 
friends recommended, and it was fortu¬ 
nate that I passed through this ordeal 
without injury. Among other remedies 
I remember electricity, British oil, pork 
in my ears, a seton in the back of my 
neck, <fcc. 

Before I became deaf I had learned to 
read plain writing; and for several years 
writing was the only means of communi¬ 
cating with me. I continued to speak as 
I have ever since done, distinctly enough 
to be understood by those accustomed to 
my utterances, but in a few years I found 
myself imperfectly understood by stran¬ 
gers. A friend taught me the two-handed 
ifianual alphabet; the .use of which by my 
sister and a few friends, greatly promoted 
my social enjoyments. It was not till I 
had been deaf nearly fourteen years that 
I learned the one-handed alphabet at this 
institution.

Well, what 
are we to do about it 1 These same philo¬ 
sophical friends, when they saw us young, 
ignorant and untaught, had no scruples 
co put us together, feed us together and 
let us associate as much as we choose. 
But now we are not to use tho language 
they gave us, nor are we to go with each 
other any more. At the outset, as if the 
dictates of nature that we should stick 
together, were not strong enough, 
they brought forward art to supplement 
its law. And now that we .have passed 
from their care and responsibility we are 
reprobated for doing what they taught 
us to do, but which they think ought not 
to be done ! Surely if they are not sat¬ 
isfied with their own work they have 
nobody but themselves to blame. 

The old, old story of a deaf-mute’^ ob- 
etacles to' communication y^tH tho hear- 
myd speaking man need not be re¬ 
peated here. The community knows it 
by heart. Many, aye,well nigh all, have 
made tho attempt to obtain pleasure and 
profit from such association and all know 
that failure but repeats itself. The de¬ 
mands of business and of societv on this 
continent tend always to discourage any 
Kucli association, and the mute knows it.
